RUSSIAN  COMMEMORATIVE  ROUBLES 


1812-1912 — Defeat  of  Napoleon 

When  Napoleon  was  flushed  with 
strength  and  looked  towards  the  east 
with  dreams  of  further  conquest  he  felt 
no  qualms — for  after  all,  his  forces  were 
three  times  those  of  Russia.  He  under' 
rated  the  sagacity  of  his  opponents  and 
the  terribleness  of  the  approaching 
winter.  The  Russians  placed  the  war  on 
a retreating  basis — the  more  land  they 
slowly  gave  up  the  smaller  were  the 
French  chances  for  victory. 

Despite  the  efforts  of  the  able  Kutusov, 
named  commander-in'chief  by  Alexander 
I,  the  Battle  of  Borodino,  September  7, 
1812,  sealed  the  fate  of  Moscow.  In  the 
burned'out  city  Napoleon  awaited  peace 
proposals  which  never  materialized.  Uiv 
able  to  combat  the  increasingly  bitter 
winter,  and  hounded  by  the  Russians, 
he  was  forced  into  the  famous  retreat 
which  saw  the  annihilation  of  his  once 
great  army  and  the  beginning  of  the  end 
of  his  personal  power.  To  mark  this  de' 
feat  Russia  issued  a commemorative 
Rouble  in  1912,  with  crowned  imperial 
eagle  on  a circular  background  on  the 
obverse,  and  a seven  line  inscription  on 
the  reverse,  which  translated  reads: 
“1812 — This  year  of  glory  past,  but 
heroic  accomplishments  achieved  in  that 
year  will  not  pass  into  oblivion — 1912”. 


1912 — Alexander  III  Statue 

In  the  present  administration  of  Russia 
there  are  a great  many  things  radically 
opposed  to  everything  Tsar  Alexander 
III  stood  for  during  his  thirteen  years  of 
rule  (1881 '94).  Born  in  1845  he  was 
probably  best  symbolized  by  the  statue 
in  Leningrad  showing  him  as  a huge, 
heavy  man  mounting  a tremendous  horse 
which,  despite  its  size,  is  being  crushed 
by  its  rider.  The  statue  signifies  Russia 
(the  horse)  being  crushed  by  Alexander 
III  at  the  moment  of  its  strength. 

Alexander  II,  his  father,  was  con' 
sidered  a liberator  of  the  serfs  and  under 
him  Russia  had  experienced  an  era  of 
reform.  Thus  it  was  that  Alexander  III, 
immediately  upon  his  accession  to  the 
throne,  announced  that  he  was  to  rule 
as  an  autocrat.  Tolstoy  was  his  Home 
Minister.  It  was  during  this  reign  that 
Russian  socialists  became  Marxists. 
Alexander  III  concluded  treaties  with 
Bismarck,  and  later  cooperated  with 
France  as  Germany  turned  towards  Eng' 
land. 

To  honor  this  next 'to' the 'last  of  the 
Czars  Russia  struck  a Rouble  in  1912 
showing  the  head  of  Alexander  III  on 
the  obverse,  and  an  imposing  statue  of 
him,  enthroned,  which  stood  in  Moscow, 
on  the  reverse. 
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1913 — Romanoff  Tercentenary 

Three  centuries  of  rule  by  the  Roman' 
off  line  barely  came  to  being  in  1913 
before  Russia  became  involved  in  the 
first  World  War  and  the  subsequent 
revolution  ended  the  royal  rule.  This 
line,  with  its  strengths  and  weaknesses, 
came  into  being  shortly  after  the  Mos- 
covite  tsardom  became  extinct  in  1598. 
For  a few  years  there-  were  many  pre- 
tenders  to  the  throne,  but  it  was  not  until 
the  zems\y  sobor  elected  young  Michael 
Feodorovich  on  February  21,  1613,  that 
a new  regal  lineage  was  established.  As 
the  first  of  the  Romanoff  s,  or  Romanov’s, 
Michael  ruled  until  1645. 

The  last  of  the  line  to  head  Russia 
was  Nicholas  II,  who  was  crowned  in 
1895  upon  the  death  of  Alexander  III. 
Fie,  too,  was  an  autocrat,  whose  first 
words  were  that  he  would  follow  the 
principles  of  his  father.  Lenin  became  a 
power  in  Bolshevism  during  this  rule, 
and  the  Russo-Japanese  war  was  under- 
taken with  unfortunate  results  for  Russia. 
With  Russian  defeat  in  the  first  World 
War,  and  the  rise  of  revolution  Nicholas 
and  his  family  were  captured  and  short- 
ly put  to  death. 

Commemorating  the  third  centenary  of 
the  Romanoff  rule  Russia  struck  a com- 
memorative Rouble  in  1913  with  heads 
of  Michael  Feodorovich  and  Nicholas  II, 
with  the  Imperial  eagle  on  the  reverse 
plus  the  years. 


1714-191*1 — Battle  of  Gangut 

One  of  the  greatest  periods  in  Russian 
history  under  the  Czars  was  experienced 
during  the  reign  of  Peter  I,  also  referred 
to  as  “Peter  the  Great”  who  came  to  the 
throne  in  1689.  His  early  life  (born  in 
1672)  was  made  difficult  by  the  blood- 
shed and  intrigue  then  prevalent,  and  on 
many  occasions  he  saw  advisors  torn 
away  and  brutally  killed  by  revolution- 
ists. 

As  a youth  he  had  an  overpowering 
love  for  the  sea,  which  later  stood  him 
in  good  stead,  and  a great  capacity  for 
learning.  When  he  failed  in  his  early 
attempt  to  capture  Azov  from  the  Turks 
he  retired  and  hastily  ordered  a navy 
built  for  a further  attempt,  which  suc- 
ceeded with  the  aid  of  his  land  armies. 
As  a sailor  “Peter  Mikailov”  he  travelled 
through  Europe  and  learned  many  things, 
returning  to  his  country  with  a program 
of  modernization. 

It  is  conceded  that  his  greatness  lies 
in  his  selecting  Russians  rather  than 
Europeans  to  aid  him  towards  his  goal 
of  modernizing  his  people  slowly.  He 
never  destroyed  anything  he  felt  he 
could  not  replace  with  something  better. 
To  mark  the  victorious  Battle  of  Gangut, 
under  Peter  I,  Russia  issued  a commem- 
orative Rouble  in  1914  bearing  his  like- 
ness with  the  commemorative  dates  on 
the  obverse,  and  the  imperial  eagle  on 
the  reverse.  This  coin  is  very  rare.

2.  The  Kirin  Tael 

By  H.  F.  BOWKER 


In  1921  Mr.  Giuseppe  Ros  of  Han' 
kow,  China,  published  an  opuscule  for 
private  circulation  entitled  “A  Tael 
Coinage  for  Kirin'  [683].  This  he  in' 
tended  as  the  first  of  a “large  number 
of  monographs  covering  the  whole  field 
of  modern  Chinese  coinage,”  which  he 
proposed  to  publish  under  the  general 
title  “CORPVS  NVMMORVM  SINT 
CORVM  RECENTIORVM.”  Insofar 
as  is  known  it  is  the  only  one  of  the 
projected  series  that  went  to  press,  a 
much'regretted  circumstance  as  it  shows 
promise  of  a comprehensive  knowledge 
of  the  subject  and  a scholarly  under' 
standing  of  the  best  method  to  employ 
to  present  Sinomumismatic  subjects  to 
the  occidental  collector  by  the  use  of 
Chinese  characters  combined  with  a sen' 
sible  system  of  romanization  and  a copi' 
ous  use  of  footnotes  and  quotations  from 
pertinent  authorities.  This  is  also  evi' 
denced  in  his  article  entitled  “Coins  of 
the  Republic  of  China,”  [682]  which 
appeared  in  the  1917  Journal  of  the 
7\ [orth  China  branch  of  the  Royal  Ash 
atic  Society,  which  is  probably  more 
familiar  to  most  numismatists  interested 


in  oriental  coinages  than  the  brochure 
mentioned  above. 

The  first'mentioned  booklet  describes 
two  early  series  of  Chinese  struck  coins, 
the  first  being  the  one  tael  Ch  ang  p ing 
piece  which  the  Manchurian  provincial 
authorities  essayed  to  issue  in  the  8th 
year  of  Kuang  Hsii  [1882],  illustrated 
and  described  from  a bronze  proof  in 
the  collection  of  the  Chinese  Library  of 
the  Zikawei  Mission,  Shanghai.  This 
piece  is  termed  “unique.”  Such  is  not 
the  case,  however,  as  the  American  Nil' 
mismatic  Society  of  New  York  has  sped' 
mens  of  both  the  one'half  and  the  one 
tael  denominations  struck  in  silver  with 
plain  edges  in  its  collection.  They  also 
have  a second  specimen  of  the  one  tael 
size  which  differs  in  many  respects  from 
the  other  specimen,  and  which  I am  con' 
strained  to  believe  is  an  imitation. 
Figure  1.  In  particular,  the  surfaces  of 
the  sixteen  marginal  arcs  of  the  obverse 
are  perfectly  flat  in  the  originals  while 
in  the  second  specimen  their  inner  mar' 
gins  are  indicated  by  a raised  line.  There 
is  also  a slight  general  thickening  of 
all  the  lines  of  the  design.  It  is  believed 
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that  it  was  made  from  a picture  of  the 
genuine  piece  and  that  the  maker  never 
saw  an  authentic  specimen  or  he  would 
never  have  cut  the  die  as  he  did.  Ros 
states  that  his  illustrations  of  the  ob- 
verse  and  reverse  of  this  proof  was  pro- 
duced from  “impressions.”  This  is  un- 
derstood to  mean  that  he  took  contact 
impressions  or  rubbings  from  it  by  the 
usual  Chinese  method  which  accurately 
reproduces  the  exact  appearance  of  the 
specimen.  Figure  1.  Even  a cursory 
comparison  between  plate  I in  Ros'  book- 
let and  the  fakes,  which  are  quite  com- 
mon, shows  that  they  are  merely  fairly 
close  copies  of  the  originals. 

The  only  other  collection  known  in 
which  this  coin  is  catalogued  is  that  of 
Hsii  Chi-ch'ung  of  Shanghai,  where  it 
appears  as  number  79  of  his  Chin  Tai 
Ch'iian  Pi  To  Pen,  published  in  1934. 
Not  having  had  an  opportunity  to  ex- 
amine a copy  of  this  work  and  having 
seen  only  the  index  to  the  volume,  I 
am  unable  to  state  categorically  whether 
the  published  rubbings  are  from  a coin 
similar  to  the  proof  published  by  Ros 
or  from  one  of  the  fakes.  It  is  sus- 
pected that  it  is  the  latter,  as  judging 
from  some  of  the  specimens  illustrated 
in  the  supplementary  volume  entitled 
Chin  Tai  Ch'iian  Pi  To  Pen  Pu  I, 
published  in  1936,  many  of  which  are 
not  genuine,  it  would  seem  that  Mr.  Hsii 
is  not  a very  discriminating  collector  and 
has  admitted  all  sorts  of  rubbish  to  his 
cabinet  and  placed  it  on  an  equal  footing 
with  his  many  rare  and  beautiful  coins. 

The  second  coin  described  is  one  of 
a series  issued  two  years  later  from  the 
same  mint,  regarding  which  Ros  gives 
some  particulars  from  literary  sources, 
but  of  which  he  was  able  to  trace  only 
two  specimens  of  the  one-half  tael  value, 
one  in  the  collection  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Society  and  the  other  in 
his  own  collection.  The  former  speci- 
men was  published  in  the  October  1911 
issue  of  the  Yokohama  Kosen\ai  by 
means  of  a uchagata  or  rubbing.  Ros 
surmises  that  this  series  was  issued  in 


live  denominations,  namely,  one  tael, 
seven  ch'ien,  live  ch'ien,  three  ch’ien,  and 
one  ch'ien.  This  is  correct  insofar  as  it 
goes,  but  two  varieties  of  the  one  ch’ien 
value  were  issued  dilfering  only  in  the 
Chinese  character  denoting  the  value  on 
the  reverses,  one  having  the  character 
“Yi”  composed  of  fourteen  strokes  while 
the  other  being  the  less  complex  style 
consisting  of  four  strokes.  All  of  these 
are  illustrated,  figures  92  to  97,  in 
Tsiang-Chung-ch’iian’s  “ Illustrations  of 
Chinese  Gold,  Silver,  and  J\[icl{el  Coins.’’ 
[800]  Rubbings  of  these  are  also  given  in 
his  “ Handprint  Bool{  of  Chinese  Silver 
Coins.”  These  are  listed  as  six  “Kirin 
silver  coins  of  provincial  weight  unit" 
in  the  English  table  of  contents  which 
was  widely  distributed  by  his  publisher 
as  an  advertisement  for  the  8-volume 
Chinese-style  set  of  862  rubbings  of 
the  specimens  in  Mr.  Tsiang’s  collection. 

A collector  friend  has  brought  to  my 
attention  a circular  offering  a long  list 
of  Chinese  coins,  which  quite  appropri- 
ately was  dated  the  first  of  April.  Its 
utterer  probably  did  not  intend  it  as 
a joke,  but  there  are  quite  a few  jokers 
in  the  list.  The  following  is  quoted  from 
this  circular: 

There  arc  a lot  of  articles  pub- 
lished about  the  genuineness  of  certain 
Chinese  coins.  No  doubt,  some  of 
these  articles  are  correct  but  they  arc 
mostly  copied  from  the  China  Journal 
and  newspaper  writers  in  China  are 
no  more  apt  to  be  correct  than  our 
own  newspaper  writers  on  coins  and 
every  collector  has  read  numerous  ar- 
ticles on  coins  that  are  far  from  cor- 
rect. We  could  not  conscientiously 
guarantee  any  coin  coming  out  of 
Chi  na  as  we  have  no  way  of  knowing 
when  a coin  was  minted.  Therefore, 
we  arc  selling  the  coins  for  what  they 
appear  and  any  coin  not  satisfactory 
may  be  returned.  . . . 

As  neat  a warning  of  caveat  emptor 
as  it  would  be  possible  to  phrase  with- 
out specifically  stating  that  the  seller 
lacked  any  confidence  whatsoever  in  the 
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goods  lie  offers  and  a naive  argument 
to  say  the  least,  hut  one  which  shows 
a deplorable  lack  of  competence  and 
probity,  tor  there  are  always  ways  of 
telling  all  the  spurious  coins  from  the 
genuine  it  one  will  but  take  the  trouble 
to  study  them.  This  is  particularly  true 
of  the  spurious  series  which  are  known 
to  have  no  known  genuine  counterparts, 
being  purely  the  products  of  the  imagin' 
ations  ot  their  makers.  Without  even 
seeing  the  coin  listed  as  number  5 3 of 
the  circular,  which  seems  to  be  the  coin 
firstunentioned  in  this  artcle,  one  would 
not  hesitate  to  say  that  it  could  not 
possibly  be  what  it  purports  to  be,  lor 
if  genuine  it  would  be  worth  many  times 
the  price  asked.  It  is  most  probably  a 
spurious  copy  which  was  sold  in  Shang' 
hai  and  other  Chinese  ports  by  money 
changers  and  curio  shops  for  anything 
that  it  will  bring  above  its  wholesale 
cost.  This  must  be  very  low  as  the  silver 
content  is  considerably  below  par,  and 
the  specimen  I purchased  in  Shanghai 
in  1939  cost  only  the  equivalent  of 
seventy  cents  in  United  States  currency. 
Being  pressed  for  time  I did  not  bargain 
with  the  dealer  but  paid  his  first  asking 
price.  It  could  without  doubt  have  been 
bought  lor  much  less  by  dickering.  Sev' 
eral  coin  dealers  in  the  United  States 
have  since  stated  that  they  were  offered 
specimens  of  any  silver  Chinese  coin  a: 
the  average  price  of  two  dollars  each. 
It  seems  perfectly  obvious  that  nothing 
was  implied  or  expected  as  to  their  am 
thenticity,  for  if  genuine  many  would 
readily  bring  many  times  that  amount 
in  China  where  their  rarity  and  values 
are  well  appreciated  and  understood, 
and  where  there  would  be  no  necessity 
to  evade  the  governments  embargo  on 
the  export  of  silver,  which  has  been  in 
effect  ever  since  that  metal  was  nation' 
alized  in  1935. 

The  above'quoted  paragraph  doubt' 
less  was  intended  to  refer  to  an  article 
published  in  the  China  Journal  of  June 
1938,  entitled  “ Coins  that  never  were,'' 


[579]  by  G.  Duncan  Raeburn,  which 
was  reprinted  as  Bulletin  J dumber  4 of 
the  NJumismatic  Society  of  China,  and 
two  articles  which  were  published  in  the 
Coin  Collector’s  Journal  from  the  pen 
of  the  editor  in  December  1939  and 
January  1940.  Mr.  Raeburn  is  not  a 
journalist,  neither  is  he  ignorant  of  his 
subject.  He  is,  in  fact,  probably  the 
best'informed  man  in  the  world  today 
on  the  subject  of  the  minted  silver  coins 
of  China.  He  is  not  a dealer  but  is  a 
bona  fide  collector  and  student  of  Chi' 
nese  numismatics  who  is  respected  by 
all  who  know  him  for  his  intimate 
knowledge  of  this  subject.  He  holds,  or 
held  up  to  the  time  of  the  Japanese 
seizure  of  the  International  Settlement 
of  Shanghai,  a responsible  position  with 
one  of  the  largest  foreign  commercial 
firms  in  the  orient,  Jardine  Mathison  U 
Co.,  and  anything  coming  from  his  pen 
may  be  considered  to  emanate  from  an 
authority.  In  addition  he  is  one  of  the 
offi  ce  hold  ers  of  the  Numismatic  Society 
of  China. 

Of  late  since  the  true  status  of  these 
faked  “coins"  has  come  to  light  they  are 
being  offered  by  dealers  as  “medallions." 
They  may  be  considered  by  some  to  be 
interesting  examples  of  the  engravers 
art,  but  it  is  submitted  that  they  have 
no  place  in  a collection  of  coins,  holding 
as  they  do  about  the  same  relation  to 
coins  as  the  advertising  stickers  of  an 
oil  company  do  to  government'issued 
postage  stamps  for  collecting  purposes. 
As  they  were  uttered  by  their  makers 
with  intent  to  profit  on  coin  collectors’ 
well' known  weakness  for  dollar'  or 
crown'sized  coins  and  with  intent  to 
defraud,  they  have  no  numismatic  status 
which  entitles  them  to  be  recognized 
other  than  as  fakes  or  counterfeits.

WASHINGTON  PIECES 


All  hut  a few  of  the  Washington  Pieces,  consisting  of  tokens,  medals,  and  pat- 
terns, were  designed  and  struck  in  England.  While  it  naturally  seems  odd  to  us  that 
Englishmen  should  honor  Washington  so  soon  after  the  victory  of  his  troops,  it  should 
he  remembered  that  he  had  numerous  friends  in  England  before  and  even  during  the 
war.  Most  of  the  Whigs  there  gave  their  moral  support  to  the  colonies  and  "American 
victories  were  hailed  with  enthusiasm;  there  was  frequent  reference  to  the  American 
armies  as  ‘our  armies’,  even  on  the  floor  of  the  House  of  Commons.  Press  comment 
made  heroes  of  Franklin  and  Henry  Laurens  and  Benedict  Arnold  [until  his  treason]. 
Lord  North  was  candidly  denounced,  and  Washington  as  candidly  admired.  One 
paper  said:  ‘No  King  in  Europe  hut  would  look  a valet  by  his  side.”*'8 

The  Washington  Tokens  were,  for  the  most  part,  struck  for  the  American 
market  where  the  lack  of  minor  coins  made  such  adventures  very  profitable.  Their 
primary  interest  to  American  collectors  is  their  expression  of  the  homage  paid  to  the 
father  of  our  country  by  his  contemporaries.  The  pattern  pieces  have  a more  solid 
claim  to  our  attention  inasmuch  as  they  were  originated  in  an  attempt  to  make  them 
a national  coinage,  and  some  of  them  were  made  in  this  country.  The  medals  will  be 
discussed  at  length  later. 

The  obscurity  surrounding  the  Washington  Pieces  makes  it  difficult  to  properly 
classify  them  but  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  divide  them  into  three  groups — tokens, 
medals,  and  patterns.  Unless  otherwise  specified  all  the  pieces  hereafter  described  are 
of  copper.  For  convenient  reference  all  the  tokens,  medals,  and  patterns  are  num- 
bered consecutively  and  the  popular  names  are  given  beneath  each  number. 

WASHINGTON  TOKENS 

The  pieces  here  described  are  thought  to  have  been  issued  by  private  persons  for 
speculation.  The  first,  called  the  "Unity  Cent”  because  of  the  error  in  the  spelling 
of  the  legend,  is  believed  to  have  been  designed  and  struck  in  France,  the  inaccurate 
spelling  of  EJnited  States  resulting  from  the  designer’s  ignorance  of  the  English 
language.

The  remainder  of  the  pieces  described  in  this  Section  are  believed  to  be  of 
English  origin.  They  doubtless  are  tokens  which  were  issued  as  private  speculations.
